Most of the cases developed be- 
tween Morgan and Angelica streets, east 
of Jefferson avenue. West of Grand 
avenue and south of Easton, there is lit- 
tle diphtheria except at an orphan asy- 
lum, where five cases are under quaran- 
tine. 

“A staff of 11 physicians and 2 nurses 
are keeping the school children under 
surveillance. We have detected many 
miscroscopic cases where the germs are 
in the child’s throat and yet the child 
gives no symptoms of the disease. These 
cases are especially dangerous because 
the germs may spread to others in the 
classroom who are weaker and will be- 
come ill,”

WOMAN FOUND IN 
CHURCH YARD WITH 
SAUL! RUSHED 


Money and Jewelry of Daughter 
of Former Mayor of Aurora, 
Ill., Missing. 


AURORA, IIl., Nov. 19. — A woman 
found lying unconscious in the yard of 
the Free Methodist Church here last 
night with her skull crushed by a blow 
from a heavy pipe wrench, was iden- 
tified today as Miss Jennie Miller, 55 
years old, the daughter of the late 
Holmes Miller, a former Mayor of Au- 
rora. Physicians say she cannot live. 
Miss Miller’s handbag, containing $85 
and jewelry was not found. Authori- 
ties investigating the case hold a theory 
of robbery. 

The scene of the attack was on a sid> 
street. Groans coming from. behind 
shrubbery in the church yard attracted 
passersby and revealed the crime. 


Krnown to Have Carried Money. 
Miss Miller was the owner of a cir- 
culating library which netted her a 
good income and it was her custom to 
take her day’s receipts home at night, 
although she kept bonds and other se- 
curities in a down-town bank. Her 
assailant, the. police believe, is some 
Auroran who knew of her route home 
evenings and planned the robbery. The. 
attack, the police believe, was that of 
an amateur thug as they reason that 
a skilfull highwayman would not have 
made an onslaught which was almost 
sure to result in murder when the 
money could have been taken from her 
with hardly a struggle. 

Miss Miller made her home with the 
family of C. T. Quackenbush. She came 
and went without accounting for her 
actions.

JANITOR IN CLOSET 


He Remains There Until Scrub- 
woman Opens Unlocked Door 
at 716 North Grand Avenue. 


Safeblowers were at work on a safe 
containing $600 in an offiee building at 
7146 North Grand avenue about 4:45 
o’clock this morning when the janitor, 
Nick Captain of 3851 Olive street, un- 
locked the building entrance and walked ; 
upstairs. 

The janitor, reaching the head of the 
stairs, saw a wire stretched along the 


hallway, leading from a vacant room 


into the office of J. Henry Wentzel, w ho | 
cperates a cafe at 710 North Grand ave- | 


rue, adjoining the office building on the 
soutb 

Following the wire to tne vacant room, 
the janitor found the door partly open ; 
and, walked in. A man, pointing a re-| 
volver at him, stood in the doorway. The 
burglar locked the janitor in a closet in 
the room. A few minutes later he re- 
turned with his companion and together 
they escorted the janitor to a small mop 
closet opening off the hallway and ad- 
joining Wentzel’s office. After ordering 


the frightened janitor into this closet, | 


they closed the door and began fumbling 
with the lock. 

The janitor remained in the closet for 
about 30 minutes, when the door was 
opened by Nita Brown, a sitrubwoman, 
who, upon reporting for work. had heard 
the janitor moving about in bis cramped 
quarters. The closet door had not been 
locked. 


The janitor telephoned the police. They: 


found the cracksmen had attempted to 
blow an 1800-pound safe in Wentzel’s of- 


fice and that the wire was a buzzer 


which enabled a lookout in the vacant 
room, facing Grand avenue, to warn his 
companion working on the safe if there 
was any danger. The lookout had torn 
three small holes in a “For Rent” sign 
in the vacant room, through which he 
could watch persons approaching on 
Grand avenue or Delmar boulevard. 

- The robbers apparently had gained en- 
trance to the building and rooms with 
skeleton keys. They had hammered off 
the combination of Wentzel’s safe, bored 
a hole near it and soaped the cracks 
around the @afe door. Rugs, taken from 
Dr. A. P. Stamm’s office across the 
hall, had been placed about the safe to 
deaden the explosion. 

Police, examining powder marks on 
the safe, thought there had beén three 
explosions, none of which were. success- 
ful. A liquid, found on Wentzel’s desx, 
was thought to be nitroglycerin spilled 
by the robbers when pouring the ex- 
plosive from a bottle into a cup. 

The burglars took all tools with them 
when they left.

& Holt liner Van Dyck, captured by 
| the Karlsruhe while on a voyage fron: 
: Buenos Aires to New York. These pas- 
sengers arrived here today on the 
steamship Sao Paulo from Para. 

! From Capt. Hans Fritsch, a member 
of the German naval reserve, command- 
ing the steamer Asuncion, to which 
. those aboard the Van Dycke were trans- 
| ferred after the Van wWycke had been 
'chased and captured by the Karlsruhe 
on Oct. 26, the passengers obtained their 
| information. 

| Four Ships Accompany Cruiser. 

| Capt. Fritsch said that the Karlsruhe 
was constantly accompained by four 
captured merchant vessels manned by 
prize crews. The flotilla, when ther 

Was reason to believe a merchantmar 
'was near, spread out over a line aboui 
' 150 miles long. When a vessel flyin: 
the enemy’s flag was sighted by one 
of sie ships, the wireless notified the 
cruiser, and the Karlruhe, with supe- 
rior speed, would dash in and make the 
capture, 

Capt. Fritsch said the Karlsruhe had 
captured 17 ships in or near the equa- 
torial Atlantic waters. 

Daniel Lindo of New York, as spokes- 
man for the 114 former passengers of the 
Van Dyck aboard the Sac Paulo, told 
‘the following story of the capture of the 
-Van Dyck: 

“The Van Dyck left Buenos Aires on 
Oct. 15, with 198 passengers and a crew 
of 210. The British cruiser Bristol con- 
voyed the ship between Rio Janeiro and 
Bahia. Just before our arrival at Bahia 
the Bristol steamed away. 

“About 11 o’clock on the morning of 
Oct. 2, after we left Bahia, two columns 
of smoke were seen over the horizon. In 
u half hour more we saw a gray war 
vessel coming at great speed. Soon we 
found that the warship was the Karls- 
rube and that the Van Dyck was a prize 
of war. In the wake of the cruiser came 
the steamship Farn, a captured vessel. 

Boarding Party Was Armed, 

‘A long boat filled with officers and 
men put off from the cruiser. As it 
came alongside, we saw that all the 
men were armed with rifles and revolvy- 
ers. The officers came aboard and after 
inspecting the ship's papers informed 
us that we would be transferred to an- 
other vessel and taken Into some port. 

“Meantime three other vessels had 
come up. They were the Rio Negro, the 
Asuncion and the Indrani. The first 
two used to be vessels of the Hamburg- 
American line; the Indrani was a cap- 
tured vessel. At 6 o'clock the next 
morning the transfer of passengers, bag- 
gage and bedding commenced. They 
were taken to the Asuncion. 

“The Asuncion with 611 persons aboard 
patrolled north and south over a path 
6€ miles long, for six days. That was 
done to prevent news of the capture of 
the Ven Dyck from becoming known 
The Karisruhe was watching for the 
steamer Veetris, which was bound south 
and reported to be nearby.

Gen. von Hindenburg Drives Wedge 
Into Center of the Czar’s Army, 
and Gains Foothold 60 Miles West 
of Warsaw, From Which He Re- 
cently Had to JRetreat. 


GERMAN ARTILLERY AGAIN 
IS ACTIVE IN FLANDERS 


Allies’ Lines Constantly Bombarded While In- 
fantry Attacks Cease—Belgian and French 
Troops Attack From Small Boats in Flooded 
Area— Algerians Reoccupy Lost Ground 
Between the Oise and the Aisne. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Nov. 19.—An unexpected blow delivered on the 


Russian center by Gen. von Hindenburg with the German army 
which had retreated from before Warsaw, as admitted in Petro- 
grad, was the predominant feature of the news reaching London 


today from the Eastern arena of war. 

Having for the time being thrown back the Russian advance toward the 
German frontier of Posen, Gen. von Hintenburg is the hero of the hour in 
Berlin. There is much criticism in Berlin of the German retreat from Warsaw, 
but if the present marked reversal of form proves permanent, the German cen- 


selves almost at the gates of Paris. The German wedge from Poland would 
appear to have driven the Russian center more than 50 miles back from the 
frontier so that the line is now about midway between German territory and 
Warsaw. Elsewhere along the great Hastern front the Russians, where they 
are not progressing, seem to be holding their own. 
Germans Gain Foothold 60 Miles From Warsaw. 
The Russian official statement issued in Petrograd last night admitted 
that between the Vistula and Warta Rivers Russian advance guards, in an 
engagement with the Germans, who took the offensive fell back, and the 
Germans succeeded in gaining a foothold in the region of Lenczyea, 60 miles 
west of Warsaw. 

A Petrograd dispatch to the Daily Telegraph says: 

‘‘The battle now being fought in the northwest corner of Poland may be 
regarded as possibly the most critical yet fought in the Russian campaign and 
although little information is obtainable it looks as though the victorious 
Russian advance has suffered a check as it is evident the German counter at- 
tack has compelled the Russians to concentrate a considerable distance to the 
rear of the line reached by their right flank. 

‘¢One of the ablest critics in the Army Messenger admits that a new phase 
of the war has opened which is likely to have a decisive influence on the 


whole campaign.’’ 
Kaiser’s Best Troops and Finest Austrian Cavalry Engaged. 


The Post’s Petrograd correspondent says: 

‘¢Emperor William is staking his all upon the great battle in Poland. He 
has brought his finest troops from France, borrowing the best cavalry, namely, 
the Hungarian Horse, depleted his garrisons by moving their guns wherever 
possible and now strikes for victory or death. Having based all upon crush- 
ing France, ,he now is similarly turning on Russia and this battle must de- 
cide the fate of Germany’s whole adventure,’’ 

No change of importance has been recorded for some days in the Western 
arena, where Flanders is still the scene of heavy fighting. In spite of ad- 
verse weather conditions and flooded trenches, the Germans appear to be hold- 
ing their positions, from which, at intervals, they launch the attacks for 
which the territory from the Belgian coast to Arras has become famous. 

The allied warships are still off the coast, hurling shells inland when op- 
portunity offers. The Belgian army remains in the region where the floods 
have been the worst, and some dispatches say that in certain places they me 


been fighting from small boats.

Queen Mary, who declared that, 
after her death, “Calais’’ would be 
found written on her heart. Today 
it is -not less clear that the same 
name has been written on the heart 
of William II, that the possession 
of this town and the eastern shores 
of the Straits of Dover has for him 
a value which is now being estimated 
in the lives of his soldiers. 

What, then, is this value? What 
is really the explanation for this 
desperate battle of Flanders, now 
entering its sixth week, a battle in 
which German lives have been sac- 
rificed without stint? In the first 
Place, it is fairly plain that the an- 
Swer is not to be found in any mili- 
tary consideration. If the purpose of 
the Kaiser is to get to Paris, he 
could certainly attain his object with 
no greater cost, if he resumed opera- 
tions far south, where his line is still 
within seventy miles of the French 
capital. 

If the explanation is not military it 
is then political. Fortunately, Max- 
imillian Harden, the G. B. Shaw of 
Germany—or is Shaw the Harden of 
Britain?—supplies a clew in his latest 
suggestion that when Germany has 
taken the little block of French ter- 
ritory between her Belgian conquests 
and salt water, she should declare 
peace. In other words, in Harden's 
mind, Calais taken, Germany will be 
satisfied. 

Maps Show “Place in Sun.” 

Now, if anyone carés to go back 
a little into that great mass of liter- 
ature which is clasisfied as Pan-: 
German, he will discover a number 
of maps, pretty much alike, all of 
which in some fashion indicate what, 
to the Pan-German mind, should be 
Germany’s rightful place in the 
European sun. And without excep- 
tion, these maps all include Bel- 
gium and that corner of Northern 
France between Boulogne and Dun- 
kirk on the Channel. With the maps 
are full and exterided explanations. 

These explanations are of two 
sorts. First, there is set forth the 
claim of Germany. This claim rests 
on the fact that the larger part of 
this territory is inhabited by Flem- 
ish-speaking people, and Flemish is 
a low German dialect. Flanders, 
too, was at one time a portion of 
that German Empire which preceded 
the Thirty Years’ War, for every 
German the greatest tragedy in his- 
tory. 

For many years, then, there has 
existed in Germany an influential 
group, who have steadily argue that 
Belgium and French Flanders, in- 
cluding Calais and Boulogne, should 
be reconquered by Germany, that the 
retaking of Alsace-Lorraine was only 
a first step toward the rebuilding of 
the greater Germany. 

Needs Calais, Too. 

But aside from these more or less 
sentimental reasons, there are prac- 
tical reasons of great weight. As it 
now stands, Germany is confined to 
@ narrow frontage on the open sea 
between the mouth of the Elbe and 
the Dutch frontier. Her natural sea 
front is occupied by the two states 
of Holland and Beigium, which owe 
their past immunity to the strength 
of Great Britain. Antwerp and Rot- 
terdam, the natural ports of Ger- 
many, are in alien territory. But 
Antwerp and Rotterdam, both taken 
by Germany, she would still be at a 
disadvantage so long as France and 
Engiand, her enemies, held both 
shores of the narrow Straits of Do- 
ver. 

On the other hand, if Germany 
could win the battle of Flanders and 
take Calais, Boulogne and Dunkirk, 
she would then have entered into 
possession of practically all the ter- 
ritory that her most extreme pan- 
Germans have claimed. It is true 
that she had planned to take Paris 
and crush France, but even after 
France had been crushed, her pro- 
gram included iInconsiderable terri- 
torial demands. France was to pay 
the cost of the war, but save in a 
few frontier districts, was to suffer 
no territorial losses. 

A Chance at England. 

From the very start Germany has 
recer¢nized that England was her 
real enemy, but so long as England 
Was protected by neutral Holland 
and Belgium, as well as hostile 
France, it was next to impossible for 
Ge>many to come to grips. A Ger- 
man fleet at Helgoland could have 
but a fraction of the value that it 
would have as a weapon against 
England in the Scheldt, with a sec- 
ondary base at Dunkirk, Moreover, 
it should never be mistaken that the 
ultimate purpose of all Germany is 
to get at England, the one real 
rival. 


Now if Germany could get pos- 
session of the shore of the channel, it 
would then be perfectly possible for 
her to abandon all but a defensive 
campaign. If she had not taken 
Paris or crushed France, she would 
then have actually in hand what she 
had at the outset fixed her mind upon 
as the maximum of territorial profit 
for herself. With her wonderful ar-

But until the channel coast was 
takens all her actual iconquests would 
be of little value in her greater 
scheme, because it is the seacoast 
that she needs. With only Ostend, 
since the Scheldt is neutralized, she 
would have fallen far short of her 
goal, she would actually be almost 
as far away from England as be- 
fore, for as a tiaval base Ostend 
and all other ports of Belgium on 
the open sea are without real value, 
are indeed hardly tenable perma- 
nently if Nieuport and Ypres are in 
hostile hands. 


Holland Is Included. 
As e Holland, German writers 


have never made the slightest con- 
cealment of their purpose to include 
it in the greater Germany. If Hol- 
land comes willingly, it is to keep its 
individuality on the terms that Ba- 
varia has since 1870. But it is to be 
a part of the German Empire, its 
ports open to German commerce and 
bases for the ultimate attack upon 
Britain. To enter Holland now would 
not merely mean to bring the Dutch 
army into the field against Germany, 
but it would close the most valuable 
neutral gate to Germany. Once Bel- 
gium were German, however, the fu- 
ture of Holland would be plain. 

One further detail. Let anyone 
take a map which shows the pres- 
ent battle front in France and draw 
a line from Boulogne to Lille, where 
it would join the battle front. Now, 
holding this frontier, Germany would 
have the great industrial region ex- 
tending from Lillé to Charleroi by 
Mons, the region which is rich in 
coal, and both In France and Bel- 
gium the seat of great manufactur- 
ing establishments. In addition, go- 
ing east it will be seen that the Ger- 
man front approaches Verdun and. 
follows the heights of the Meuse. 
East of this, in the French depart- 
ment of Meurthe-et-Moselle, is one 
of the riches iron deposits in the 
world, and Germany needs iron for 
her great works at Essen and elge- 
where. 

In sum, ‘then, if Germany could but 
win the battle of Flanders and reach 
the channel, she would round out her 
western possessions in precisely the 
fashion pan-Germans have planned 
for a generation. She would acquire 
most of the industrial districts which 
compete with her present centers, 
she would acquire great coal and 
iron deposits. In addition she would 
at last come close to her one great 
enemy, Great Britain. — 

Now, on the light of this evidence, 
is it not simple to understand why 
Calais is written on the heart of the 
Kaiser, too? At the present moment 
he is within two steps of complete ful- 
fillment of the ambition which Ger- 
man patriots have cherished for a 
generation. Twenty-five miles, be- 
tween Dixmude and Dunkirk, repre- 
gent the tast obstacle to the estab- 
lishment of German frontiers in the 
West at the point which German 
patriots desire. 

Naturally, the Germans must con- 
sider that, having taken this terri- 
tory, they would have to hold it 
against terrible attacks. But is it 
unreasonable for them to expect that 
42-centimeter guns, all the wonder- 
ful instruments of Krupp, Zeppelin, 
fleets which may presently bom- 
bard London, submarines which can 
be laid down in Dunkirk and Calais, 
mine fields which will close the 
Straits of Dover to ships bound for 
London, and make the Thames as 
dead commercially as the Elbe, will 
presently wear out the assailants? 
But when péace comes from exhaus- 
tion, William II will still hold Bel- 
gium and French Flanders as Fred- 
erick the Great in his time held Si- 
lesia. 

Such, briefly, is the sole explana- 
tion of the present struggie in Flan- 
ders that in any sense satisfies the 
mind, given the tremendous and 
bloody orsets made by the Ger- 
mans, the immense sacrifice of life 
and the relatively insignificant mil- 
itary advantage discoverable in vic- 
tory, measured by the expenditure of 
human life. 

Looking at the situation from the 
French and British side, it will be 
seen why such a victory for Ger- 
many would be in the nature of a 
disaster. For France it would mean 
the loss of a province, and the great- 
est industria! center, for England it 
would mean the prelude to a contest 
bound to endure for years, perhaps 
for generations, in which every ad- 
vantage of wealth and population 
would presently be turned against 
the Kingdom of George V. 

Is it too much to foresee already 
that the battle of Flanders is des- 
tined to take ite place among the 
“decisive battles of the world,” for 
England the most momentous since 
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Waterloo, perhaps since the Ar- 
mada?

LONDON, Nov., 19.—Cardinal Fran- 
Coise Joseph Mercier, primate of Bel- 
gium, who has just returned to his own 
country after a visit to England, sends 
a stirring appeal through the Amert- 
can commission for relief in Belgium, 
for assistance for his starving’ parish- 


ioners of Malines and the surrounding 
neighborhood. 

In the city of Malines, alone, the Car- 
dinal says, 12,000 mouths have to be fed 
daily. -In his telegram to Capt. C. F. 
Lucey of the American commission. the 
Belgian prelate says: 

“Children come to the German sol- 
diers and tear bread from their hands 
(the soldiers divide their bread wit. 
them); they really are famished.” 

“Every stranger who comes to the 
city or goes into the country is sur- 
rounded by a great number of women 
and children begging hire fur something 
to eat. There is hardly a single la- 
borer who can find any work to gain 
his daily bread. 

“Everything is lacking—we are in 
want of potatoes, peas, grain, flour, 
meat and bacon. No petroleum is ob- 
tainable; coal can be obtained in the 
district of Charleroi, but the railway 
cannot carry the coal because the com- 
munications are interrupted. The cattle 
of the people of the country have been 
sold to the soldiers, but with the re- 
ceipts received for the cattle, the Bel- 
gians cannot obtain any food _ until 
after the war is over. 

“Cardinal Mercier and all the mem- 
bers of the Belgian clergy hereby make 
a strong appeal to the American people 
so that the neighborhood of Turnhout, 
Malines, etc., may be relieved as soon 
as possible.’’ 

Capt. Lucey adds that in addition to 
those in the city there are 25,000 people 
in the surrounding country who-must 
be “cared for and he says he is for- 
warding 400 tons of provisions.

King George Attends Funeral 
Service for Military Leader in 
St. Paul’s. 


INDIAN TROOPS IN MARCH 


Kitchener, Beresford and Other 
Leaders in Procession— 
King Wears Khaki.

LONDON, Nov. 19.—The body of Fieht 
Marshal Lord Roberts, borne on a gun 
carriage, moved slowly through the 
streets of London today to its last rest- 
ing place in St. Paul's Cathedral. 

The streets were lined with troops, 
while hundreds of thousands of civilians 


stood with bared heads in a cold rain 
as the funeral cortege went by. 

The cortege reached St. Paul’s at noon 
and services were held hefore a rever- 
ent throng, including King George. The 
body will be interred <longside the re- 
mains of Wellington. Nelson, Wolseley 
and other famous British military 
heroes. 

Lord Roberts died from pneumonia 
last week at the headquarters of the 
British army in France. He was 22 
years old. The body was returned <o 
England yesterday, and last night ‘t 
lay in his residence at Ascot, where 
brief services, attended by Lady Rob- 
erts and her daughters, were held. 

Wellington Burial 62 Years Ago. 

It is recalled today that just 62 
years ago the body of thé Duke of 
Wellington was buried in St. Paul's 
Cathedral. 

Lord Kitchener, Secretary for War; 
Admiral Lord Charles Beresford, Lord 
Grenfell, Admiral Sir E. H. Seymour, 
Sir Evelyn Wood and other promi- 
nent naval and army officers fol- 
lowed the caisson bearing the flag- 
draped coffin. 

King George was not in the pro- 
cession. He drove from Buckingham 
Palace direct to the Cathedral, which 
ne reached shortly before the arrivai 
of the funeral cortege. This is the 
iirst time England’s King has attend- 
ed the funeral of a national hero 
since the burial of Wellington. 
Preceding the caisson was a bat- 
tery of Indian artiliery, given this 
place of honor because of Lord Rob- 
erts’ lifelong devotion to the King’s 
indian troops. Hig final visit to 
France was for the purpose of wel- 
coming the Indian contingents and 
looking after their needs. 

Tall sikhs, their turbans wound 
with khaki and with the regulation 
khaki great coats over their pictur- 
esque costumes, led the white mules 
of their battery, and Indian officers, 
wrapped in khaki capes} paid silent 
tribute to their departed friend.

interests.

- Delegate Meisner of 
the Sixth Ward declared his open oppo- 
sition to the parkway, and Delegate 
Byrne of the Eighteenth Ward said that, 
while he favored the parkway as a gen- 
eral proposition, he would not vote for 
the bill until it was amended to take in 
the block between Laclede and Lawton 
avenues, west of Beaumont, instead of 
the block between Lawton avenue and 
Pine street. 

Delegates Ford, Ebrecht and Moog, the 
other members of the committee, refused 
to make definite statements. 


Wants More Light on Pinns,. 

Scully said he favored the parkway 
and thought it would be a splendid thing 
_ for the city. The point on which he 
wished light from the City Plan Com- 
mission was why the parkway was not 
planned to run westward in a straight 
line by taking in the block between La- 
clede and Lawton avenues west of Beau- 
mont street. There will be a slight curve 
to the north at Beaumont street if the 
block between Lawton avenue and Pine 
street is taken, while there would be a 
somewhat smallér curve to the south if 
_the block between Laclede and Lawton 
Avenues were acquired. 

The House of Delegates cannot amend 
the bill to provide for the  -.iange sug 
rested by several members.

Delegate Meisner said that, while he

Saloons and Public Parks. 

Opposition to the bill has also de- 
veloped in certain qu*rters on the er- 
roneous supposition that there is an 
ordinance prohibiting saloons within 400 
feet of all public parks. 

There is a city ordinance prohibiting 
saloons within 400 feet of Forest, Lafay- 
ette, Tower Grove, O’Fallon and Ca- 
rondelet parks, but it does not apply tu 
the smaller parks, and would not apply 
to the parkway. 

The ordinance was passed in 1907, re- 
pealing another ordinance which pro- 
hibited saloons within 500 feet of the 
same parks. The ordinance says: 

“No saloon shall hereafter be estab- 
lished, opened or located on any lot of 
ground, or in any buitiding within 400 
feet of Lafayette, Tower Grove, O’Fal- 
lon, Carondelet and forest parks; pro- 
vided, however, that this provision shall 
not apply to hotels or apartment house 
buildings of not less than 250 rooms, 
which buildings are so constructed as 
to be buildings of the first class, as de- 
fined by the building laws ofthe city 
of St. Louis.” 

Saloons Not Prohibited. 

An effort has been made, according 
to information received by city officials, 
to organize an opposition to the park- 
way among the saloon and brewery in- 
terests on the theory that a city ordi- 
nance would knock out all the saloons 
within a block north and south of the 
parkway. 

Excise Commissioner said today that

WOMAN DECLARES 
AGRO IS HER TO 
$200,000 ESTATE 


She Says Mystery Man She Once 
Identified as Son, E. W. 
Iles, Is Jay A. Caldwell. 


Mrs. Harriet Pitkin of Chicago is in 
St. Louis with a mysterious stranger 
who, she says, is the famous “J. C. R.,” 
whose identity has been unknown to 
himself for seven years. 

Mrs. Pitkin says she has solved the 
mystery and that, in her opinion, there 
is now no doubt that “J. C. R.” is Jay 
A. Caldwell, a ranchman who disap- 
peared from Taylor, N. D., in the spring 
of 1907. She and the man are at 4522 
Page boulevard. 

Mrs. Pitkin brought the man here to 
have him further identified. Several per- 
sons who saw him in Chicago last June 
said he was Caldwell, and that fact was 
published at the time. 

Yesterday the man was taken to the 
home of Henry W. Freker, a carpenter, 
of 1988 Montgomery street. Freker said 
he looked like J. A. Caldwell, who was 
a business partner of his brother, George 
Freker, in the Dakotas, in the early '80s. 

Mystery Man Can’ Talk. 

The inan of mystery cannot talk. Oc- 
casionally he says something that 
sounds like ‘Hi, hi,” when a question 
is put to him. 

In June, 1907, a man was picked up un- 
conscious on a railroad platform near 
Rochester, Minn. There was a scar on 
his forehead and he was partly paral- 
yzed. He was taken to a sanitarium, 
where unsuccessful efforts were made to 
identify him. When asked pis name ne 
wrote the letters “J. C. R.’ 

This man escaped from the Rochester 
sanitarium and later was found in a 
Chicago hospital. 

Last June Mrs. Pitkin identified him 
as her son, Earl W. Iles, who formerly 
lived in Bast St. Louis and disappeared 
there 15 years ago. 

Says She Recognised Him. 

Mrs. Pitkin now says she knew the 
man was n-t her son, but that she so 
identified him because she had aided in 
his escape from the Rochester sanitar- 
jum and feared prosecution. When she 
read.of «ne mysterious J. C. R., she 
said, she went to Rochester and at once 
recognized the mysterious patient as 
Jay A. Caldwell, who had been engaged 
tc marry her daughter. 

Draws Picture of Spade. 

Caldwell, she said, went to Hot Springs 
in 1906 and from there to Taylor, N. D, 
where he was in the ranch business witn 
his father. Her interest in him, she 
said, is due to the fact that she be- 
lieves efforts are being niade to keep 
him from possession of a $200,000 estate 
to which he is entitled. Her daughter 
is still single, she says. 

Mrs. Pitkin says Caldwell was hit on 
the head with a spade just before his 
disappearance from Taylor. When asked 
if he remembered it, the man of mys- 
tery draws a crude picture of a man 
hitting another with a spade. 

At various times in the last two years 
the mysterious J. C. R. has been identi- 
fied as: 
Earl W. 
Louis. 
Jay A. Caldwell, a ranchman, of Tay- 
lor, N. D. 

Lieut. Jacob Rotrom, formerly of the 
United States Navy.

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FE OF SLAYER 
F HER BROTHER 
CANNOT TESTIFY 


Trial of James Davis for Killing 
Otis Gross Causes Peculiar 
Situation. 


BROTHERS WED _ SISTERS 


Sister-in-Law of Defendant Gives 
Evidence—Her Husband Also 
Indicted for Murder. 


The trial of James Thomas Davis, 2 
years old, of 1202 Sidney street, charged 
with murdering his brother-in-law, Otis 


Leroy Gross, 24, June 2, 1913, was. re- 
fumed in Judge Cave’s court this morn- 
ing. Davis’ brother, John, 22, is also 
ladicted for the murder. 

The Davis brothers married Belle and 
Pearl Gross, sisters of Leroy Gross 
the dead youth. The sisters were wit- 
nesses to the fight which resulted in 
their brother's death, but because of the 
rule of law prohibiting a wife from 
testifying egainst her husband in a 
criminal case, Belle cannot testify 
against James Davis, and Pearl cannot 
testify against John, though either can 
testify against the other’s husband. 

Pearl, who is separated from her hus- 
band and has a divorce suit pending, 
Was a witness yesterday afternoon 
against James Thomas Davis. She said 
Belle and Belle’s husband quarreled at 
her father’s home, then at 1031 South 
Eleventh street, the night of the killing. 
She said she, her brother, her father, 
Miss Mabel Richards, who was engaged 
to her brother, and John Davis were 
present. 

Stabbed Through Heart. 

She testified that Belle was knocked 
down by Belle’s husband, James Thom- 
as Davis. Her brother, Leroy, who was 
on crutches because of an injury, placed 
himself between the husband and wife. 
She said that her husbana, John Davis, 
knocked her brother, Leroy, down, and 
that when he got to his feet, John 
Davis threw his arms around him and 
held -Leroy’s arms. She testified that 
James Thomas Davis then attacked her 
brother with a knife, stabbing him 
through the heart. 

The same statement was made on the 
stand by William Gross, father of the 
dead youth, and father of the wives of 
the two men charged with the murder. 
Miss Richards corroborated the testi- 
mony. 

Belle Gross Davis continued to live 
with her husband, but has announced 
her intention of testifying for the State 
at his brother’s trial. They have a son 
2 years old. 

Separate Indictments. 

The peculiar relationship existing be- 
tween the defendants and the principal 
witnesses in the case would have de- 
prived the State of the testimony of the 
wives of the defendants, if the de- 
fendants had not asxed for separate 
trials. 

The State had anticrpated that a sev- 
erance might not be asked for, how- 
ever, and had separate indictments pre- 
pared against each, which could have 
been brought into court. 

Charles P. Johnson, attorney for Da- 
vis, indicated by his questioning of wit- 
nesses that Davis’ contention would be 
that he acted in self-defense. 

Testimony in the case closed shortly 
before noon with the evidence of the 
defendant and his brother, John Davis 
Both told practically the same story. 

‘Tells of Quarrel. 

James Davis said that on June 2. 
1913, he quarreled with his wife in front 
of the residence of his father-inlaw. He 
said that Gross came out of the house 
and tried to strike him with a crutch 
he was using. 

He testified that the blow missed him, 
but struck his brother John, and thai 
Gross again raised the crutch. He said 
that Gr@ss was six feet tall and weighed 
more than 170 pounds, and that he was 
so afraid that he made a pass at Gross 
with his knife. He said he had no 
thought of killing him, but wished to 
frighten him away.

OTHER CITIES TO RESUME 


Chicago, New Orleans and 
Cleveland to Permit Trad- 
ing Next Monday. 


The St. Louis Stock Exchange prob- 
ably will reopen within the next. ten 
days, according to a statement made by 
John H. Dieckman, president, to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter this morning. The 
exchange has been closed since July 
81, when all the important stock ex- 
changes of the world closed following 
the declaration of war in Europe. 

In the last two weeks there has been 
a decided improvement in the financial] 


and business outlook, Dieckman de- 
clared, and whereas heretofore many of 
the local banks were not in favor of 
having the exchange opened, payment 
of loans and adjustment of credits has 
so strengthened the market’s position 
that these banks now favor early trad- 
ing. 

The St. Louis market occupies a dif- 
ferent position than that of New York, 
in that none of the stocks traded in 
here are likely to be influenced by for- 
eign selling. Most of the listed securi- 
ties are held outright by investors andi 
with loans adjusted at the banks, there 
is little. if any, chance of forced selling 

Stock exchanges’in many of the minor 
markets of the country are open for 
business.. The New York curb market 
is in session. Pittsburg has resumed 
restricted trading, and the Chicago, 
Cleveland and New Orleans exchanges 


The New York Stock Exchange, early | 


today, decided to permit. unrestricted 
trading, beginning Saturday, in bonds of 
all classes, at certain minimum 
rrices, but later canceled the order 
when bond houses in various sections of 
the country protested the proposed 
cpening did not allow sufficient time to 
make adequate arrangements. It 
is believed that unrestricted trading 
soon will be resumed. 

Prices have averaged lower on Fourt.1 
street since the local exchange closed, 
but in the last few days there has been 
a decided improvement in quotations.

Sinking of Audacious, by Remarkable Hole in 
in Stern, Brings Such a Possibility Nearer 
— Evidences of Long-Matured Plan.

HE destruction of the super- 
A dreadnought Audacious seems 
to bring the invasion of En- 
gland measurably nearer. The great 
obstacle, of course, in the German 
way has been the approach to the 
English coast in the face of the En- 
glish fleet. Every enemy. of England 
has seen for centuries that the con- 
trol of the comparatively small strip 
of the channel for a comparatively 
short time would be amply sufficient 
to insure the landing of an army in 
England. The English fleet, however, 
has always been so vigilant that ene- 
mies rarely came in sight of the En- 
glish shore. The destruction by mines 
and torpedoes of some rather anti- 
quated ships, and the sinking of one 
rather small (though new) cruiser 
did not actually frighten the English. 
A few days ago it was reported that 
the town of Yarmouth had i been 
shelled by three German cruisers, 
and when now we see a battleship 
of the very latest design sunk in 
English waters while surrounded by 
a fleet of other battleships, the dan- 
ger seems measurably nearer. If the 
Audacious was sunk by a mine, it 
certainly was some new type of mine 
and seemingly beyond all precedent, 
for the hole in the Audacious was in 
her stern and a mine would be ex- 
pected to explode at the bow or amid- 
ships. 

The Germans have always declared in 
their military writings that the real ob- 
jective of a new war wouid be England 
She was Germany’s real foe, and from 
the position of -England alone came 
Germany's greatest danger. Only by the 
conquest of England could she finally 
become free. With France she had nv 
&reat quarrel; for Belgium and Holland. 
Certainly regret for the necessities of the 
situation; but for England there has 
been, and is, in official circles, and 
among the populace only the most viru- 
lent hatred and scorn. This feeling of 
Germany that England was her real foe, 
that a conquest by invasion was neces- 
sary, and that unusual and extraordi- 
nary plans would have to be developed 
tc make it successful, lend color to the 
truly extraordinary things which drift 
over to us in the press dispatches. It 
Is wise, of course, not to be too credu- 
jous, but we shall certainly close our 
eyes to probabilities of the utmost con- 
Sequence if we disbelieve, as a matter 
of course, everything that seems unex- 
pected. 


German Fortress Found 


‘Ready on English Soil 


E have been told in -ways which 
W seem entirely authentic and en- 
tirely abeve suspicion, that the 
English Government awoke to the fact 
that there was a great German factory, 
ostensibly for the purpose of making 
machinery, situated on the bank of the 
Thames, near the great Arsenal and 
factories at Woolwych. The Government 
officials who investigated it. found 
walls of tremendously substantial con- 
crete and stone, amply heavy enough 
to resist any ordinary fire from an at- 
tacking force of infantry. The floor was 
of solid concrete foundation many feet 
thick, amply firm enough to resist the 
shock of great guns located upon it; 
the building was in such a position that 
guns placed in it would command the 
River Thames and all the approaches 
to London by water, and also the fac- 
tories upon which England depends for 
the manufacture of a considerable part 
of her munitions of war. Apparently 
here was a fortress already built on 
English soil in the hands of German 
workmen with a German superintend- 
ent, the bulk of the men having 
served in the German army, and the 
majority being trained mechanics ca- 
pable of establishing great guns. 


If the English Government has nor 
discovered previously a very similar fac- 
tory located outside Edinburgh, of sim- 
ilarly massive construction, with an Im- 
mensely thick concrete floor, thev 
would not very likely have attached as 
much importance to the other factory 
on the Thames. The structure near 
Edinburgh commanded the Firth of 
Forth, which is the only anchorage 
available for a really large fleet north 
of the Humber, and the Humber is 
really too shallow and too small to fur- 
nish a proper rendezvous for a force of 
the size now operating in the North 
Sea. It has been an open naval secret 
for the last decade that the base of the 
British fleet operating in the North Sea 
against Germany would be the Firth of 


Forth. 
Tennis Courts Are Bases 
for Mounting Great Guns 


HE French have also discovered 
x along the Channel coast, around 
Calais and various other ports in 
that district, private residences of Ger- 
man citizens, ostensibly summer resorts. 
Most of them were provided with a 
good-sized tennis court, in some cases 
with two, three or more, which, investi- 
gation proved, were nothing but beds 
of concrete many feet thick. We may 
be a little incredulous of the % feet of 
thickness which some of the reports 
state, but when we have so many simi- 
iar cases of foundations which could ‘be 
used for.great guns, located in the pre- 
cise positions where great guns would 
be of the most importance to a German 
invasion of England, we shall be carry- 
ing our caution a little farther than 
necessary if we say that they must al! 
be fiction. 
We have, also, confirmation from Hol- 


Dutch authorities have already report- 
ed the discovery of German factories 
and “tennis courts” in the hands of 


iand and Belgium. The Belgian and

important approaches or defenses of 
those nations. 

Then the report comes to us from Ger- 
man sources, reiterated again and again, 
of astonishing new cannon which are to 
be located along the channel, and which 
will shoot far enough to control that 
narrow water. The French authorities 
find the tennis courts in the places 
where the cannon would do the most 
good to Germany. We also see a Ger- 
man army apparently throwing its 
greatest strength against the English 
and French forces protecting the very 
localities where these tennis courts are 
located. There are too many parts to 
this picture, they come from too many 
different places, from too many dif- 
ferent sources, and from too many dif- 
ferent witnesses, for this all to be 


fiction. 
Can England Prevent This 
German Army’s Mobilizing ? 


YE WITNESSES, Germans speak- 


ing proudly in the German inter- 
est, tell us that the transports to 


built, or are nearing completion, in the 
German shipyards. We are also told 
that there is a German army already in 
England. There certainly are between 
two and three hundred thousand Ger- 
man men in England, the bulk of whom 
have served in the German army, and 
who are physically entirely capable of 
military service. The rumor comes 
from England that they are already 
armed, and that they have already been 
assigned the places for mobilization 
when ‘the signal is given and the in- 
vading army begins to draw near. Pre- 
sumably they will rush to the spots 
already prepared—the factories and ten- 
nis courts—mount the artillery now dis- 
persed in sections in packing cases, and 
begin the assault by the destruction of 
buildings and fortresses of the utmost 
consequence for the defense of En- 
gland. 

The British Government, of course, 
has been aware for years of the exist- 
ence of these Germans and of the pos- 
sibility of their joining an invading 
army, in case one should arrive. We 
can be quite sure that every German 
citizen in England is being carefully 
watched; in fact, they are required t 
report to the police every day. If it 
can be prevented, the English will cer- 
tainly not allow them to mobilize. We 
can also be reasonably sure that the 
Germans have foreseen this and have 
provided for it. 

The historian who finds himself deal- 
ing in general with more or less pro- 
saic affairs is inclined to stand incredu- 
lous before so imaginative and auda- 
cious a scheme as tn. He is inclined 
to feel that he would like to see it in 
operation before he credits:it. Seeing 
is believing. We have, however, s0 
much testimony, apparently entirely 
trustworthy, for all of these facts; they 
all fit together so extremely well; the 
general result jiooks so exceedingly 
plausible that we shall do well, however 
cautious we are, to wear these matters 
in mind against the possible arrival of 
the great day, to whicn so many Ger- 
mans look forward expectantly, when 
England shall be brought low.

Boston Store Official Says He 
Saw Man Now .on Trial 
“Jump” Inventory. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GENESEO, N. Y., Nov. 19.—From John 
Flint, expert accountant, Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Train of New York City, 
drew figures to show that the cred't 
statement submitted to the National 
Bank of Commerce by Henry Siegel an: 
Frank Vogel of the\ Fourteenth street 
store of New York as the basis for ob- 
taining a loan, had been padded by $6,- 
614,621.61. 

This amount was composed of the fol- 
lowing: Overstated assets, $1,112,621.56. 
understated liabilities, $2,233,950.24; und.or 
closed liabilities (not on the credit state- 
ments to the bank), $3,268,049.81. 

Vogel is dead, but Siegel is on trial 
here for his part in the alleged fraud. 

Siegel’s legal battery fought hard .0 
prevent the testimony of Flint. Attor- 
ney Lovell, in his cross-examination of 
Flint, bent most of hes energy to trying 
to show that the expert had used his 
own pleasure in discarding items on ths 
credit side of the various ledgers and 
had been just as free in arbitrarily add- 
ing debits. Lovell declared again and 
again that if the accountant would add 
on the credit side all the items which he 
had discarded and would subtract from 
the liabilities those which he had in- 
serted, the resulting credit statement 
would be even more favorable than 
those which Siegel and Vogel used in 
obtaining the dalleged larcenous loan 
from the National Bank of Commerce. 

Says Siegel “Jumped” Inventory. 

Flint was interrupted in his testimony 
long enough to call Joseph E. Priddy, 
secretary of the directors of the Bostoa 
Store, to testify about its inventory 
sheets. 

. While Priddy talked in smaller figures 
he supplied the most dramatic moment 
of the day when he gave é¢he first tes- 
timony actually connecting Siegel with 
a physical falsification. He swore that 
Siegel himself ‘‘jumped’’ the inventory 
of the Boston store for the year end- 
ing January 31, 1913, by a total of $20,000 
on 16 departments. 
Flint’s repHes to questions by Lovell 
were that items he had added on were 
concealed losses, ‘‘and that the assets 
he had struck out were not worth a red 
cent,”’ 
Lovell tried to make the witness admit 
that in auditing the books he had used 
a yardstick of values based upon the 
collapsed enterprises and that the much 
larger valuation placed on some items 
by the store's officers were perfectly 
justified at the time the credit state- 
ments were made. Lovell fought hard 
to weaken the testimony of Priddy, 
it was obvious that the story that Siege} 
hed falsified inventory sheet8 with his 
own hand had made a deep iImpres- 
sion. 
‘Ts it not true,’’ he demanded, ‘‘that 
buvers sometimes take short inventories 
of their departments in order to make 
the head of the firm believe their sales 
have been greater?’’ 

Trial Moving More Rapidly. 

‘Buyers have been accused of such,’ 
the witness answered. 

Lovell next wanted to know if it was 
unusual for a manager to look over an 
inventory in order to see if it had been 
taken correctly, and whether a man like 
Siegel, who had been in thé dry goods 
business for 20 years, and Knew what 
merchandise was worth, could not esti- 
mate more closely then the clerk taking 
the inventory. 

“He could estimate pretty closely,”’ 
was all the witness would say. 

Priddy admitted that he had never 
seen Siegel make an entry in any of 
the private ledgers of the Boston store, 
nor had he even seen him look into any 
of them. 

The trial has been more rapid in the 
last three days. than either side had 
hoped. Each side, fearing the restless- 
ness which is beginning to be observed 
in the jury box, are showing willingnes- 
to concede something to speed. If the 
defense does not cross-examine Flint 
too long it is possible that James 5. 
Alexander, president of the National 
Bank of Commerce, may be heard before 
night for the prosecution. 

In that event Train probably will put 
Oscar A. Prall on the stand Friday 
morning. Just how long Prall’s examli- 
nation will take is uncertain, but beth 
sides hope the prosecution will be fin- 
ished when court adjourns Friday night

How Russia Went Dry Is 
Told by the Man Who 


Accomplished Reform 


Michael Demitrovitch Tchelisheff, Born a Peas- 
ant, Made Life War on Vodka, and Caused Czar 
to See Terrible Effects of National Drink. 


By Associated Press. 
PETROGRAD, Nov. 19.—There is pro- 


hibition in Russia today—prohibition 
which means that not a drop of vodka, 
whisky, brandy, gin or any other strong 
liquor is obtainable from one end to the 


other of a territory populated by 150,000, - 
000 people and covering one-sixth of the 
habitable globe. 

The story of how strong drink has 
been utterly banished from the Rua- 
sian empire was related to the Associat- 
ed Press by Michael Demitrovitcn 
Tchelisheff, the man directly responsi- 
ble for putting an end to Russia’s great 
vice, the vodka habit. 

It should be said in the beginning that 
the word prohibition in Russia must be 
taken literally. Its use does not imply 
@ partly successful attempt to curta!l 
the consumption of liquor resulting in 
drinking in secret places, the abuse of 
medical licenses, and general evasion 
and subterfuge. It does mean that & 
vast population, who consumed $1,900,- 
(00,000 worth wf vodka a year; whose 
ordinary condition has been described 
by Russians themselves as ranging from 
a slight degree of stimulation upwar i, 
has been lifted almost in one day from 
a drunken inertia to sobriety. The na- 
tion has been compelled, virtually over 
night. to abacdon its envrmous daily 
consumption of vodka, a liquor that is 
almost pure alcohol, and become abstem- 
luus to the extent of lewting no liquor 
Pass its ‘ips. 

Not Hard to Enforce It. 

On the day when the mobilization of 

the Russian army began, special police- 
men visited every public place where 
vodka was sold, locked up the supply of 
the liquor and placed on fthe shop the 
imperial seal. Since the manufacture 
and sale of vodka is a Government mo- 
nopoly in Russia, it is not a difficult 
thing to enforce prohibition. 
' From the day this :-step was taken 
drunkenness vanished in Russia. The 
results are seen at once in the peasant- 
ry; already they are beginning to look 
like a different race. The marks of suf- 
fering, the pinched looks of illness and 
improper nourishment have gone from 
their faces. There has been also a re- 
markable change in the appearance of 
their clothing. Their clothes are clean- 
ery and both the men and women appear 
more neatly and better dressed. 

The destitute cnaracter of the homes 
of the poor has been replaced with some- 
thing like order and thrift. In Petro- 
grad and Moscow the effect of these 
improved conditions is fairly startling. 
On holidays in these two cities inebri- 
ates always filled the police stations 
and often they lay about on the side- 
walks and even in the streets. Things 
are so different today that unattended 
women may now pass at night through 
portions of these cities where it was for- 
merly dangerous even for men. Minor 
crimes and misdemeanors almost have 
vanished. 


This miracle has been virtually ac- 
complished by one man. He is Michael 
D. Tchelisheff, a peasant by birth, orig- 
inally a house painter by profession, 
then Mayor of the city of Samara, and 
now a millionaire. Physically, he is a 
giant, standing over 6 feet 4 inches, 
and of powerful build. Although he is 
65 years old, he looks much younger. 
His movements display the energy of 
youth, his eyes are animated, and his 
black hair is not tinged with gray. 

In Petrograd .Tchelisheff is generally 
found in a luxurious suite of rooms in 
one of the best hotels. He goes about 
clad in a blue blouse with a tasseled 
girdle, and baggy black breeches tucked 
into heavy boots. He offers his visitors 
tea from a samovar, the urn used al] 
over Russia, and fruit from the Crimea. 


How He Took Up Subject. 

Speaking of what he had accomplished 
for the cause of sobriety in Russia, D 
Tchelisheff said: 

“I was reared in a small Russian vil- 
lage. There were no schools or hos- 
pitals or any of the improvements we 
are accustomed to in civilzed communi- 
ties. I picked up an education from old 
newspapers and stray books. One dav 
I chanced upon a book in the hands of 
a moujik which treated of the harm- 
fulness of alcohol. It stated among 
other things that vodka was poison. | 
was so impressed with this, knowing 
that everybody drank vodka, that 1 
asked the first physician I met if the 
statement were true. He said yes. Men 
drank it, he explained, because momen- 
tarily it gave them a sensation of pleas- 
ant dizziness. From that time I de- 
cided to take every opportunity to dis- 
cover more about the use of vodka. 
“At the end of the ‘80s there camc 
famine in Russia, followed by agarian 
troubles. I saw a crowd of peasants 
demand from a local landlord all the 
grain and foodstuffs in his granary. 
This puzzled us; I could not understand 
how honest men were indulging in what 
seemed to be highway robbery. But I 
noted at the time that every man wh» 
was taking part in this incident was 
a drinking man, while their fellow vil- 
lagers who were abstemious had suf- 
ficient provisions in their own homes 
Thus it was that I observed the indus- 
trial effects of vodka drinking. 

“This was seven years ago. Later | 
was elected Mayor of Samara, capital of 
the Volga district, a district with over 
a quarter of a million inhabitants. Sub- 
sequently to holding this office I was 
elected to the Duma on an anti-vodka 
platform. In the Duma I proposed a bill 
permitting the inhabitants of any town 
to close the local vodka shops, and pro- 
viding also that every bottle of vodka 
should bear a label with the word pol- 
son. At my request the wording of this 
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label, in which the evils of vodka were 
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set forth, was done by the late Count 
Leo Tolstoy. This bill passed the Duma 
and went to the Imperial Council, where 
it was amended and finally tabled. 

“At Samara I decided to more than 
passively disapprove of vodka. At this 
time I was an Alderman, and many of 
the tenants living in my houses were 
workingmen. One night a drunken fa- 
ther in one of my houses killed his wife. 
This incident made such a terrible im- 
pression on me that I decided to fight 
vodka with all my strength. 


“On the supposition that the Govern- 
ment was selling vodka for the revenue, 
{ calculated the revenue received from 
its consumption tn Samara. I then in- 
troduced a bill in the City Council pro- 
viding that the city give this sum of 
money to the Imperial Treasury, re- 
questing at the same time that the sale 
of vodka be prohibited. This bill passed 
end the money was appropriated. It was 
offered to the Government, but the Gov- 
ernment promptly refused it. 
“Bureaucrats Didn’t Want Sobriety.” 

It then dawned upon me that Rue- 
sian bureaucracy did not want the peo- 
ple to become sober, for the reason that 
it was easier to rule automatically a 
drunken mob than a sober people. 

I then begged an audience of Em- 
peror Nicholas. He received me with 
great kindness in his castle in the 
Crimea, not far from the scene of the 
recent Turkish bombardment. He lis- 
tened to me Patiéntly. He was im- 
pressed with my recita) that most of the 


revolutionary _ and Socialist excesses | 


were committed by drunkards, and that 
the Sweaborg, Kronstadt and Sebasto- 
pol navy revolts and the Petrograd 
and other mutinous military movements 
were all caused by inebriates. Having 
heard me out, His Majesty promised at 
once to speak to his Minister of Finance 
concerning the prohibition of vodka. 

“Disappointed at not having been able 
to get through a Government Dill re- 
garding this evil, I had abandoned my 
seat in the Duma. It was evident that 
the bureaucracy had been able to ob- 
struct the measure. Minister of Finance 
Kokovsoff regarded it as a dangerous 
innovation, depriving the Government of 
1,000,000,000 rubles ($500,000,000) yearly 
without any method of replacing this 
revenue. 

“‘While I lobbied in Petrograd the Er- 
peror visited the country around Mos- 
cow and saw the havoc of vodka. He 
then dismissed Kokovsoff and appointed 
the present Minister of Finance, M. 
Bark. 

Country Immediately Changed. 

“Mobilization precipitated the anti- 
vodka measure. The Grand Duke, re- 
membering the disorganization due. to 
drunkenness during the mobilization of 
1904, ordered the prohibition of all drinks 
except in clubs and first-class restau- 
rants. This order, enforced for one 
month, showed the Russian authorities 
the value of abstentation. In spite of 
the general impression caused by the 
war, the paralysis of business, the clos- 
ing of factories and the interruption of 
railroad traffic, the people felt no pr'- 
vation. Savings banks showed an in- 
crease in deposits over the preceding 
month and over the corresponding 
month of the preceding year. At the 
same time there was a boom in the sale 
of meats, groceries, clothing, dry goods, 
house furnishings. 

“The 30,000,000 rubles a day that had 
been paid for vodka were now being 
spent for the necessities of life. The 
average working week increased from 
three and four days to six, the nu- 
merous holidays of the drinker having 
been eliminated. The working day also 
became longer and the efficiency of the 
worker was perhaps doubled. Women 
and children who seldom were without

Sia. 


Revenue Question Up Now. 

‘The second month of abstinence made 
the manifold advantages so clear to ev- 
erybody that when we called upon His 
Majesty to thank him for his recent or- 
ders, he promised that the vodka busi- 
ness of the Government would be given 
up forever. This promise was promul- 
gated in a telegram to the Grand Duke 
Constantine. 

“There remains only now to find else- 
where the revenue which up to the pres- 
ent time has been contributed by vodka 
There has been introduced in the duma 
a bill offering a solution of this ques- 


tion. The aim of this Dill is net the 
creation of new taxes or an increase in 
the present taxes, but an effort to ren- 
der the Government domains and fos- 
sessions more productive.”

A CODE OF FREE BUSINESS.’ 

A charter for free business is virtually what 
President Wilson calls the acts of legislation in- 
corporated into law dtring the past 18 months. 

Perhaps no code of equa! importance and far- 
reaching effect was ever enacted in any modern 
country within a like space of time. We thought 
», these different acts as distinct and independent 
while they were being passed. We can now see 
the extent to which they are parts of one great 
whole and tend to a common object. 

They are related in a way evidencing a general 
program definitely formulated at the outset and 
held tenaciously in mind until the accomplish- 
ment of the purpose, which was the redress of 
just grievances giving rise, as the President says 
in his graphio description of conditions 8 decade 
ago, to discontent, unrest, suspicion, class an- 
tagonism. We may believe that the causes of the 
agitation from which business has suffered 60 
disastrously have been ended, so far as legisia- 
tion can end them. 

Long-continued agitation, fustified or unjusti- 
fied, is harmful in itself. Whatever the suffi- 
ciency of the remedies provided, such conditions 
as those outlined ought not exist without con- 
scientious endeavor on the part of law givers to 
make available all the amelioration human fore- 
sight can afford. 

The President's letter to a Cabinet member in- 
corporates in a state paper a prospectus of nation- 
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with some of them before the fighting is over. 

But then the world will suspect that prince 
lings, especially heirs to thrones, are not general- 
ly found where the bullets are thickest. And the 
world may be right.

Altruist but No Martyr. 
To the Dditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

Your editorial criticising Dr. Hill for benefit- 
ting from the unearned increment of land, vuices 
the prevailing impression that a single taxer is 
acting contrary to his religion in so doing. This 
is a mistake. 

A single taxer advocates, as a citizen, a public 

policy which he knows ts best for the community 
as a whole. If the community refuses to acvcpt 
this policy, then he is compelled to conform as 4% 
private citizen to the conditions as they «xist, 
which are established for everybody, including 
himself. Im that case he cannot be blamed !f he 
prefers to receive the unearned increment rather 
than to be the victim of it, since his only choice 
lies between the two. 
- Moreover, I have never advocated the imme- 
diate adoption of the full single tax of Henry 
George, nor have I made any claims to altruism In 
this connection. I have confined myself to advo- 
cating the exemption of merchants and manufac- 
turers and improvements from taxation and the 
taxation of land values only to the extent neces- 
sary for the expenses of the Government. I am 
sure that this is the best possible system of taxa- 
tion and that it is beneficial alike to every «lass 
of the community, including the land owners. 

This is not a dreamy altruism, but plain, prac- 
. tleal common sense applied to taxation. 

When a city or state exempts merchants and 
| manufacturers and personal property from taxa- 
‘ tion, it practically encourages them by a perma- 
ment bonus and attracts them in great numbers, 
because it becomes a better place to do bustness 
fn than other places less advanced. This results 
in rapidly increasing population. If, in addition, 
the city exempts buildings and improvements from 
‘taxation, it will encourage building of every de- 
scription. All these things are precisely the fac- 
tors which increase land values and also benefit 
everybody in the community. 

The experience of Vancouver and Edmonton 
proves this conclusively. In five years after 
adopting this policy Vancouver's land values in- 
creased an average of 800 per cent, from a total 
of $35,000,000 te over $105,000,000. 

This was due entirely to its policy of taxation, 
because Seattle, more favorably situated, on Pugct 
Sound, in the same growing section of country. 
increased her land values only an average vf 60 
per cent in the same period because it did not 
have this policy; while Victoria, a rival city across 
the sound from Vancouver, which likewise stuck 
to the ol@ system of taxation, actually lost ground 
and saw its land values decline, until, in self-de- 

-fense, it adopted the same policy, with the same 
result. BWdmonton'’s land values increased in the 
game period from $13,000,000 to $57,000,000, or over 
480 per cent under this policy. Even in these hard 
times, the building activity of these cities keeps 
up remarkably. 

Victoria’s building eperations ameunted to 
$4,037.992 last year, which ts about twice as nuch 
as any city of similar sise in Califernia, Oregon 
or the West. 

Edmonton last year built to the extent of. 
$9,242,460, while tm Oakland, Cal, even un.ver che 
stimulus of the world’s fair across the bay, bulld- 
ing amounted to only $9,106,191, or $136,259 ‘ess, 
in spite of the fact that Oakland is four or five 
times larger than Edmonton. 

Vancouver's building activity since 1910 amount- 
4 to $60,876,000, while St. Louis, with over 5 times 

the population, built only about $45,000,000, or 
$15,000,00 less. 

If St Louis built with the same activity as 
Vancouver, it would amount to $120,000,000 a year.

BALTIMORE'S DES, PERES ELIMINATED. 
It seems that Baltimore had a Des Peres, known 
as Jones’ Falls. It was a dirty, disreputable 
stream, with scarcely enough water, except after 
heavy rainfalls, to cover its bed. And, like the 
St. Louis Des Peres, it evolved into an open 
sewer, offensive to the eye, the nostrils and the 
health of the community. 

Through the effective work of Chief Engineer 
Hendrick of Baltimore’s Sewerage Department, 
Jones’ Falls has now been covered in and its 
course converted into a solid highway, at a cost 
of $25,000,000. 

The Des Peres watershed sewers are in large 
part completed. The flood peri] has been averted 
by this means, But the open sewer remains, even 
in Forest Park. And al] the districts of the city 
through which this villainous little stream meanh- 
ders have still to endure its foul odors and un- 
sightly appearance. 

St. Louis should lose no time in following the) 
lead of Baltimore. The City Plan Commission's 
scheme for cleansing and beautifying the stream 
as outlined in Tuesday’s Post-Dispatch should 
be carried out. The only alternative is to bury 
it for good. 


EMBATTLED COUSINS IN EUROPE. 

One young Englishman who has joined the 
fighters in France caused more enthusiasm than 
all the 1,000,000 young men who had previously 
enlisted. This was the Prince of Wales. Per- 
mission for him to take some part in the war 
could hardly have been withheld much longer. 
His six second cousins, the sons of the Kaiser, 
have seen service from the start. The Crown 
Prince of Servia has been in desperate fighting 
and is said to have received a severe wound. 
And, of course, everybody knows the example 
King Albert of Belgium has set in sharing the 
most dangerous and irksome duties with the 
men he has sent to fight.

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FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT BUREAU. 
The opening of a branch of the new Federal 


Employment Bureau in St. Louis, announced for 
an early date, will be expected to contribute sub- 
stantially towards the solution of the problem of 
unemployment this winter. It is understood that 
the bureau will work in harmony with the 
branches at Kansas City, Des Moines and in the 
other 17 labor zones into which the country has 
been divided for the purpose of distributing the 
workers to the best advantage. 

We have never had anything like an organized 
labor market. Neither the labor unions, the pri- 
vate labor agencies nor the State bureaus have 
been able to meet the situation. There has been 
no real co-operation. The State bureaus have 
been too largely devoted to the work of gather- 
ing statistics. As for the private "to agencies, 
the American Labor Legislation Review finds that 
in New York City,alone there are almost 1000 of 
these agencies, and yet 85 per cent of the em- 
ployers never use them. The same proportion 
holds good of St. Louis and the other large cities. 
Of these agencies the Review says: ‘They mere- 
ly make more places to look for work, and the 
more places the more are the chances that man 
and job will miss each other.” 

Employers and workers should make full use 
of the new Federal bureaus. They will be abso- 
lutely free. And they will have facilities not to 
be found in any other employment agencies. 


WELL DONE, EAST ST. LOUIS. 
But three votes were cast in the Hast St Louis 


City Council in favor of sustaining the Mayor’s 
veto of the bill repealing the water comp#ny’s 
franchise. The legal status in which the perni- 
cious and indefensible grant is left by the repeal 
is less important than the change of sentiment 
in the Council. We have a right to assume that 
the members have seen the light since the fran- 
chise was jammed through with suspicious haste 
in the summer. 

The city should now proceed to formulate a 
well considered plan of future water supply. The 
private water company wil! sell its plant to the 
city at a much cheaper price than if its privi- 
leges for selling the Mississippi fluid at exorbitant 
rates had been confirmed for another 30 yedrs. 


MR. WOERNER’'S RESIGNATION. 

The State Public Service Commission loses a 
valuable member In the resignation of William 
F. Woerner. He has that knowledge of practical 
elements entering into the problems of the com- 
nission which is essential to the most successful 
work.

Swiss Pates—Slices of stale bread, 
a little good dripping or very sweet 
lard mixed with the same quantity of 
butter. Two or three eggs beaten light, 
very fine cracker crumbs, minced fowl 
or veal with white sauce and well sea- 
soned. Cut thick slices of stale bread 
into rounds with a cake cutter, with a 
smaller cutter extract a piece from the 
middle of each round, taking care not 
to let the sharp tin go quite through 
the bread, but leaving enough in 
the cavity to serve as a bottom to the 
plate. Dip the hollowed piece of bread 
in the beaten egg, sift the pulverized 
cragker over it and fry in the dripping 
or lard and butter to a delicate brown. 
Drain on brown paper thoroughly. Ar- 
range upon a hot dish when all are 
done, heap up with the mince, serve 
immediately. Bakers’ bread is the best 
for this.

Hundred Lads np ratin From, Flor- 
ida Reform School by Sky- 
light; Two Men: Die.

MARIANNA, Fla., Nov. 19.—Ten per- 
sons were burned to*death here yester- 
day when fire destroyed the main build- 
ing of the Florida Reform School. Near, 
iy a hundred boys escaped by climbing 
through a skylight and down the,sides 
of the three-story building on fire es- 
capes. 

The dead are Bennett Evans, instructor 
in carpentry; a guard, and eight boys. 

According to a statement telegraphea 
to Gov. Trammell last night by William 
Bell, Acting Superintendent, all fire és- 
cape doors in the section where deaths 
occurred were locked when the fire wag 
discovered, 

Gov. Trammell has telegraphed Presi- 
dent W. H. Milton of the board of di- 
rectors of the school, asking for an in- 
vestigation. The fire is thought to have 
been caused by the explosion of an oil 
lamp on the first floor.

DEMOCRATS. IN 
NEBRASKA LEAD 
COUNTRY IN GAINS 


Secretary Bryan and Senator 
Hitchcock at Odds, but 
Party Vote Increases. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 19.—In Nebraska 
alone of all the states, in last week's 
election, Democrats made substantia! 
gains. W. J. Bryan and his friends 
threw cold water on the State campaign 
because the‘anti-Bryan forces were in 
charge of the State Committee and of 
the actual fighting force. A number of 
Bryan’s personal friends, some holding 
high positions in Democratic organiza- 
tions, issued statements withdrawing 
from the Democratic party because the 
“reactionaries” were in’charge of the 
campaign. 

By “reactionaries” they meant the fol- 
lowers of Senator G. M. Hitchcock, with 
whom Bryan has been at war for al- 
most 10 years. 

When the bailots were counted it was 
found that Democracy’s one loss in the 
State was that of the Congressman in 
Bryan’s home district. The Hitchcock 
committee had evened things for 
Democracy by electing A. C. Shallen- 
berger, a Democrat, to Congress from 
the Fifth District, while Bryan was un- 
able to elect his man in his own dis- 
trict. 

In addition to breaking even in the 
congressional election, Nebraska Demo- 
crats made substantial gains. Where 
two years ago the Legislature was only 
slightly Democratic in the House and 
Republican in the Senate, the new Legis- 
lature is overwhelmingly Democratic in 
both branches. Furthermore, three Dem- 
ocratic candidates below Governor on 
the State ticket were elected and ma- 
jorities were cut even where the Demo- 
cratic candidates were defeated. 

In county contests, the vote shows dis- 
tinct Democratic gains everywhere. The 
popular vote of the State is Democratic 
on Congressmen, whereas two years ago 
it was Republican.

Indiana Mooser’s Election Con- 
ceded, Had He Clung to 
Republican Fold,

INDI ANAPOLES fan Ind., 4 19.—If Al- 
bert J. Beveridge had remained with 
the Kepublican party, which gave him 
opportunity to shine for 12 years in the 
Senate, instead of allowing himself to 
be lured to the wilderness of the Bull 
Moosers after the Chicago convention in 
1912, it is generally conceded he would 
have been sent to the Senate from In- 
diana at the election just passed. 

Beveridge went to the Chicago con- 
vention as the “‘man on the inside” of 
the Roosevelt faction. After the nomi- 
nation of Taft, Beveridge declared he 
was going to the solitudes to remain 
throughout the summer. He wanted to 
remove himself as far as possible from 
the political stage. He declared the 
strife at the convention was a political 
crime. He wanted time to forget it. He 
was still a Republican. The psycholog- 
ical moment had struck for him, but 
he didn’t hear the bell. 

Instead of carrying out his original 
Plans, it is well-known history how Bev- 
eridge listened to the song of the George 
W. Perkins-Medill McCormiek crew of 
party formers, who were determined to 
punish Taft and the G. O. P. for turn 
ing down T. R. What he did at Chi- 
cago when the Progressive party was 
formed and during the campaign of 1912 
as Moose candidate for Governor also 
is history. But the flop from one party 
to the other was his undoing. Today 
Beveridge finds himself the leader of 
an empty shell in this State. 

If he had clung to his party, it is con- 
ceded he would have been chosen as the 
candidate of the old party and succeed- 
ed Senator B. F. Shively. Beveridge’s 
vote, added to that of the Republicans, 
would have made him an easy winner 
over the Democrats.
